SUBJECT: GANG INJUNCTION REMOVAL PETITION 


In partnership with the City Attorney’s Office, the Department successfully utilizes gang 
injunctions (GI) in suppressing and disrupting the criminal activities of Los Angeles Area street 
gangs. 

The City Attorney (CA) developed a review process for persons living in the City of Los 
Angeles who have been served with, and believe they should net be restrained by, a GI. The 
review process is intended to be informal and does not require the filing of any papers with a 
court or any appearances before a judge. 

To be eligible for removal from the GI and therefore exempt from enforcement, a person must 
provide sufficient relevant and reliable information for the CA’s Office, in consultation with the 
Los Angeles Police Department (LAPD) to positively confirm that: 

1. They no longer are, or never were, a member of the gang named in the GI; and 

2. They are not now acting, and will not in the future act, to promote, further, or assist any 
of the activities prohibited by the GI on behalf of the gang named in the GI; and 

3. They are not a member of any other criminal street gang. 

Once a petition is received, the CA’s petition coordinator submits it with all relevant and reliable 
information, including the recommendation from a Gang Deputy City Attorney (DCA) and the 
designated LAPD gang expert, to an independent Reviewing Authority (RA). The RA consists 
of senior supervisors within the Criminal and Special Litigation Branch, outside of the Gang 
Division of the CA’s Office. In making its decision to determine eligibility, the RA will consider 
factors that include but are not limited to education, employment, references, criminal history, 
active parole/probation status, as well as the above noted recommendation from the Gang DCA 
and LAPD. 

Note: Any dispute between the DCA and designated LAPD gang expert shall be 
referred to the Chief of Detectives, who is the final authority on LAPD’s 
recommendation to the CA. 

Once the RA reaches a decision, the CA’s Office will notify the petitioner and/or his or 
her attorney that either the petitioner qualifies or does not qualify for removal. 
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In addition, the RA shall confidentially communicate in writing their decision regarding the 
petition to the Gang DC A, the designated Division responsible for enforcement of the GI, the 
responsible Bureau and GND. 

A person served with a GI, but who is subsequently exempted from its enforcement pursuant to 
these procedures, shall no longer be subject to enforcement of the GI. Exemption of a gang 
member from injunction enforcement may be revoked should evidence come to light that he or 
she remained a member of the gang; rejoined the gang; or is acting to promote, further, or assist 
the gang’s criminal or nuisance activity. Re-service of any exempted person must be done 
with the approval of the assigned Gang DCA. 

To protect persons seeking to leave an enjoined gang, all documents and information relating to 
the removal petition process shall be maintained as confidential to the extent permitted by law. 

Effective immediately, a petition for removal shall be attached to all future permanent GI Orders. 
A person served with a GI may seek removal from injunction enforcement by submitting a 
Petition for Removal addressed to the CA’s Office. These forms are available in English and 
Spanish through the CA’s Office and can be obtained by calling (213) 978-7192, or found on the 
CA’s website at http://www.lacity.ora / attv/pdf/Iniunction Petition English.pdf .
